Parks and Public Property Di- 
rector Ralh A. Villani pledged 
himself to-a continuance of un- 
remitting efforts to bring about 
more and better housing projects 
in Newark as her personal con- 
tribution’ for those workers and 
others who need accomodations 
most, in a campaign talk last 
night in the Third Ward, 

The Director warned against 
the untested promises of City 
Conimission candidates as against 
the. tried and true performances 
of. Newark Housing Authority, 
the responsibility for whose ad- 
ministration is vested ‘in his de- 
partment. 

Villani warned particularly 
against “certain groups who are 
now candidates for office who 
would set themselves up as ex- 


perts but who failed dismally 
when entrusted .with housing 
posts when this great work was 
first undtrtaken in Newark.” 
The .Director instanced’ the 
Chapel street project which, will 
house 275 warworker families on 
its completion as an important 
milestone in the warch toward 


better housing in Newark because: 


it was carried through despite 
hostile and active opposition for 
racial considerations from strong 
but mistaken interests. 

Villani promised to carry on in 
his figt for vast replacement of 
unsightly: and unsanitary dwell- 
ings which he said were both an 
eyesore and a, menace to the 
health and well being of so many 
now engaged in winning the war 
on the home: front.

tries, that shallow roadstead was 
known only to veteran seamen as 
a graveyard for white men that 
ships steered clear of and ventur- 
ed into cases of dire emergency. 
But in March 1942 Herr Schickel- 
gruber had painted Europe to his 
liking, had neatly garrotted and 
quartered France and through 
Vichy controlled most of France’s 
holdings in Africa thereby mak- 
ing the normal stops like Dakar 
hazardous to pass much less a 
port of call. Hence, Freetown 
was the Valhalla that ship mas- 
ters aimed and prayed, futilely, 
in too many instances, to set eyes 
on as well as feet. 

The old crates that we had 
forced out of St. Thomas had been 
resurrected from the boneyard 
was now suffering from every |!

first trippers who were making 
maiden voyage, was a mess, Half 


of them became deathly ill at 
the first sign of rough weather 
and they spewed their meals 
about at the silghtest pitch of the 
ship, or when a sly old timer 
mentioned a nice slab of greasy 
rk, 

After fifteen days of unbroken 
vigil, land was sighted and you 
can imagine how that land sick 
gang broke loose when the news 
got around that the green, mud- 
tan, and red smudge in the di- 
stance was Freetown. 

The old girl limped and bump- 
ed to a heaving halt, then, seemed 
to sigh. The anchor was tossed 
over and the muggy heat closed 
in as we began to conjecture 
about that land about what Afri- 
can land was like. We’ were in 
the roadstead, still three miles 
from land.
